Branches Is All That Is Required 


—Danger of Sun Scald. 


Of late year,s we have heard a good 


deal about summer pruning and its 
value of inducing fruit buds to form 
on unproductive trees. The Kansas 
station has made some careful experi- 
ments with summer pruning of ten- 
year-old apple trees which have borne 
hut little fruit and showed few fruit 
spurs. 


The new wood was cut back and the 


heavy, growth that shaded the two and 
three year old wood was thinned out. 
A lighter pruning was given the or- 
chard the next summer. 


The orchard was in full bloom and 


produced a fair crop two y;sars later.

IAJI annual weed is one that starts 
from the seed in the spring, develops 
Into ft plant which flowers and seeds 
the same year, and then dies; or, in 
Other words, an annual weed is one 
that lives but one growing season. 
Host of our weeds belong to this class. 


A biennial weed is one that lives for 


two years.

Aside 
rom cholera, hogs are less subject to 
ttsease, reproduce faster, and make 
letter gains per pound of feed con- 
tamed.

10 'to 100 per cent. The increase of 
hogs should be from 500 to 1,500 per 
cent. The sow has the advantage in 
bringing forth two litters a year and. 
Narrows several at each litter. 


Doctor Warrington in "Chemistry 


on the Farm" states that for each 100 
pounds of feed consumed, the differ- 
ent farm animals make gains as fol- 
lows: Cattle, nine pounds; sheep, 11 
pounds, and pigs, 23 pounds. Plga

times the gain over cattle for the 
amount of feed consumed.

The man who hauls hogs to market j 


Instead of corn is the one who should 
make money. Because of the fact 
that hog raising, when properly man- 
aged, has been so profitable, the hog 
has been styled the "Mortgage lifter." 
The one enemy to the business Is hog 
cholera. No doubt much .can be done 
In controlling cholera by the farmers 
co-operating in adopting 
measures 


which will prevent the dissemination 
of cholera. It is up to the farmers 
themselves, on last analysis, to con- 
fine cholera on the one farm where It 
starts, by strictly following the advice 
of sanitary authorities and all work- 
Ing together to this end. I know of 
a farmer who kept his hogs healthy 
for four years, while the neighbors all 
around him were losing their hogfl 
from cholera. He did it by an eternal 
vigilance In keeping infection out, and 
his man made a regular chore of 
cleaning the hog pens every Saturday 
.fternoon. 


A Practical Lesson In Pruning. 


Fewer water sprouts or suckers have 
been noticed on trees of similar a«[e, 
that were grown on similar soil and 
pruned in the summer than those 
pruned In winter and early spring. 


There is less danger that the 


operator will remove a large amount 
of wood in the summer, for he can 
readily see the danger of sun scald. 


Thinning out and cutting the young- 


er branches is all that is required if 
a reasonable amount of care is given 
the orchard. Light summer pruning 
appears to be a good treatment for 
unproductive trees.

There is 
no question about profit in keeping 
hogs right, but at the same time the 
big hole in the proposition is the fact 
that the producer is not getting 25 
and 30 cents a pound for the bacon. 


Making Soft Soap. 


To ten pounds of clean grease (drip- 


plnge, etc.) allow six pounds of wash- 
Ing soda and eight gallons of boiling 
water. Stir it with a wooden paddle 
and beat four minutes. Cover and let 
tt stand for ten days, stirring from the 
bottom every day. By then the soda 
will have "eaten up" the grease. When 
you take out a supply for present use 
beat up wejl before dipping it out. 


Cape Code Canal Ordered Built by 


Washington 139 Years Ago. 


Interesting in connection with the 


opening of the Cnpe Cod canal is the 
fact that the event carries out an order 
given by George Washington In 1775. 


The new waterway, which is eight 


miles long, connects Buzzards bay and 
Cape Cod bay and will shorten dis- 
tances and provide a safer route for 
25,000 sea cnift a year which now sail 
around Cape Cod. It will make an is- 
land of the hook shaped cape where the 
pilgrims first landed. 


The canal cost $12,000,000, and it 


shortens the present dangerous route. 


Back in 177D George Washington as 


commander in chief Issued an order: 


"Excavate na speedily as consistent 


a passage across Cape Cod from Barn- 
stable to Monument bay to give us 
greater security in navigation and 
more advantage over the enemy." 


The route suggested by Washington 


is practically the one followed by the 
new canal.

WATER COMPANY REPORT. 
It is altogether unlikely that the ex- 


pert accountant who has been exr 
amining the books and,aecounts of the 
Clear-field Water company will be 
ready to report the result of his in- 
vestigation at the meeting of borough 
council tomorrow night. 
The task 


of going over the book accounts, 
vouchers and other documents which 
go to make up the financial history of 
the Clearfield Water company cover- 
ing a period of about thirty years is 
not a light one, and no surprise will be 
felt if the expert accountant has not 
finished his work by tomorrow night. 


It will be recalled that the water 


company employed this accountant at 
its own expense, but at the request of 
the borough council, and'that the lat- 
ter made the request through the de- 
mand of a number of citizens who be- 
lieve *r^t the borough should own the 
water plant. At the time this demand 
was made there was an apparently 
strong sentiment in favor of the mu- 
nicipal ownership of the water works. 
Former statements of the water com- 
pany as to the cost of construction 
and maintenance of the plant have 
been unsatisfactory to the citizens. 
It remains to be learned whether the 
report of the expert employed by the 
water company will be more satisfac- 
tory. 


At no time since the controversy re- 


lative to the purchase by the borough 
of the water works has the company 
declared its unwillingness to dispose 
of its holdings. 
The company has 


submitted to council several state- 
ments, being estimated cost of con- 
structing and maintaining its works, 
but the figures presented were so 
large that the citizens believed they 
were fictitious. If the report of the 
company's expert accountant shows 
that the company's former statements 
were approximately correct, what will 
council and the citizens do ? 


WATER REQUIRED FOR FARM 


Consumption Will Vary From Day to 


Day and With the Seasons—Pro- 


vide for Fir» Protection. 


According to the department of agri- 


culture, each member of a farmer's 
family requires for all purposes from 
25 to 40 gallons of water per day; 
each cow 12 gallons, each horse 10 
gallons, each hog 2% gallons, and each 
Bheep 2 gallons per day. The water 
consumption will vary from day to 
day and with the seasons. Fire pro- 
tection should also be considered, and 
In determining the size of tank the 
maximum amount likely to be required 
should be provided. 


For a family of six persons a 200- 


gallon supply should be sufficient if 
the water is used in the house only. 
On a farm where water is supplied 
to a family of S persons, 10 horses, 
12 cows, 25 hogs and 15 sheep, the 
daily storage supply should be at least 
500 gallons, with whatever additional 
amount the farmer deems necessary 
for fire protection.

PICK APPLES TO SAVE THEM 


Fruit Should Not Be Picked Until It 


Has Attained Full Growth—Don't 


Shake Trees. 


(By A. CHAPIN.) 
Apples that are expected to go In- 


to storage should be picked just be- 
fore they get mellow or fall from the 
trees. 


They must not be picked too Boon, 


however, but should be left until they 
have attained their full growth and 
color. No orchardist of any account 
now shakes apples from the tree, but 
picks them one by one and places 
them in a basket or bag suspended 
from the picker's shoulders. 


Apples should not be packed until 


four or five days after they have been 
picked. They should then be kept in 
a shed until freezing weather comes 
on. If the apples are picked when dry, 
and in season, they will stand a great 
deal of cold, but of course the frost 
should not be allowed to touch them. 


The boxes or barrels in the shed 


should be so placed that the air can 
circj^ate freely between them.

VITALIZED BY 


6IFFORD PINCHOT

Fifteen years ago questions regard- j 


ing the public domain and natural re i 
sources were of no general interest or 
concern. The states east of the Mis- 
sissippi with few exceptions had sold 
their public lands and the average 
•astern man cared or knew bat little 
ot western conditions. 


A few far seeing u.en liad been col 


tecting, studying and comparing facts 
and had sounded a warning again si 
waste and monopoly. Another clasf 
of equally far-seeing men had been 
taking advantage of the lack of public 
Interest and bad obtained control ol 
Tast quantities of land, timber, coal 
and water, either under laws ill adapt 
*d to proper protection of the public 
interest, or in flagrant violation ol 
law. Monopoly grew under the guise 
of development and with it developed 
a doctrine that the Commandment 
"Thou Shalt Not Steal," did not apply 
to public land and natural resources, 


Under such conditions the idea oi 


conservation was conceived and like 
all new and worth while ideas It was 
ridiculed and opposed by those with 
•whom it interfered, they called it 
theoretical, not adapted to our condi 
tions 
It became an intensely prac 


tical problem when vitalized by tha 
forceful personality of Gifford Pinchot 


Plnchot Knew Conditions 


Plnchot's training and work In for- 


estry give him an accurate knowledge 
of timber conditions in our country. 
He saw the danger at hand caused by 
the destruction of forests by over, 
cutting, and the coming danger of 
monopolization of the remaining tim- 
ber resources by a comparatively few 
interests 
Under Ins leadership the 


great 
Natural Forests have 
been 


created, and public opinion so aroused 
as to compel not only the preserve 
tion of timber on the public domain, 
but as well the purchase of the White 
Mountain and Appalachian Forests It 
was this> combination of theory and 
practice in forestry that made Pinchot 
appreciate the tremendous Importance 
Of the idea of conservation when ap- 
plied to other natural resources 


He recognized the need of making 


people understand that stealing nat 
nral resources is criminal Exactly as 
men were made to see that street car 
franchises are public property, so it 
was necessary to show that natural 
resources are likewise public property 
and should be controlled and devel- 
oped primarily for the public benefit, 
not exploited for private profit. 


As long as the government dealt 


only with particular cases of viola- 
tion of the land laws, no real head- 
way was made against the old order 
of things, but as soon as the general 
problem of conservation of natural re- 
sources was clearly stated and I he 
mlids of people awakened to a recog- 
nition of the dangers tV> which those 
resources are exposed, then public 
opinion supported those public 
offi- 


cials who made the fight against 
waste and monopoly. 


People Become Aroused. 


Pinohot laid his idea before Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, who gave him from 
the start his earnest interest and co- 
operation. 
Soon references to the 


great possibilities of this new move- 
ment began to appear in the speeches 
of the President, and of the other 
public men to whom Pinchot had 
communicated his plan The new idea 
captured the imagination of the pub- 
lic \iith very striking rapidity, but 
it Was not until May, 1908 that Na- 
tional Conservation received its first i 
great official Impetus 


On May 13th to 16th of that year, 


a conference of Governors called bv 
President Roosevelt was held in the 
White House for the single purpose 
of considering how the great natural 
resources might best be conserved 
In roncludins Us letter of invitation 
to the Governors, President Roosevelt 
wrerte 
'Tacts which 1 cannot gain- 


say foico me to believe that the con 
seivation ot our natural resources ia 
the most weighty question now be- 
torn the people of the United States 
If this is so, the proposed conference 
which is the first of its kind, will be 
among the most important gatherings 
in our history in its effect upon the 
welfare of all our people " 


The conference, held in the great 


East Room of the White House, was 
unique and historic, for never before 
for any purpose had the Governors 
of practically all the states been gath 
«red together under the roof of the 
head of the nation 
Moreover, with 


the Governors sat in conference the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, mem 
bers of the Cabinet. Senators and 
Congressmen, and the heads of th« 
(rent bureaus of the government, at 
well as a distinguished group of pri 
yate citizens who attended the Con 
gress either at the special invitation 
of the President, or as delegates ap- 
pointed by the Governors themselves. 


Great Work Was Started 


Newr before had any one room held 


anywhere what was virtually the gov- 
ernment of the United States, as well 
as a group ot individuals to whom we 
owe a large part of our natural 
achievement In industry, commerce, 
transportation and science 
Probably 


never before also, had any group of 
pnbtic men in the United States ap- 
proached a national problem with a 
deeper sense of its importance, or la 
a more genuine spirit of true patriot- 
Ism, free from the partisanship of 
politic** than did (hi* conference. Its 
keynote «»i> lull recognition of the

That 
conference dealt with the great prob- 
lem of conservation from the point 
of view not of rights but of responsi 
bilities, all through their dehbera 
tions ran the clear conviction that, if 
we are to adequately conserve our 
natu'a.1 resources, the task calls not 
merely for state action, nor merely 
for federal action, nor merely for in 
dividual! endeavor, but for earnest, 
united, co operative effort by and be- 
tween all three. 


Governors Appointed for Action. 
The declaration of principles, in 


which the Governors united at the 
conclusion of the conference, is char 
acterized by the same keen sense of 
the menace of waste and unregulated 
monopoly of natural resources to the 
public welfare, and of the need for 
speedy and united action if it is to be 
checked in time 
Tae declaration be 


gins with this impressive statement 


"We, the Governors of the States 


and Territories of the United S.tates 
of America in conference assembled 
do hereby declare the conviction that 
the great prosperity of our country 
rests upon the abundant resources of 
the land chosen by our forefathers for 
their homes and where thev laid the 
foundation of this great -lation 


"We look upon these resources as a 


heritage to be made use of in estab- 
lishing and promoting the comfort, 
prosperity,

"We agree that our country's fu 
ture is involved in this, that the great 
natural resources supply the material 
basis on which our civilization must 
continue to depend, and upon which 
the perpetuity of the nation itself 
rests " 


Then follows an earnest appeal for 


action by the nation, by the states 
and by individual citizens along clear 
ly indicated and practical lines, and 
then the declaration ends with the 
solemn appeal 
"Let us conserve the 


foundations of our prosperity1' 


Through the conference of Gover 


nors Pincho' accomplished the first 
step towards the consummation of 
his conservation policy, he got the 
basic principles of conservation firm- 
ly imbedded in the pubh" mind by 
making them, through the amazingly 
rapid agency of the public press, 
household knowledge in all parts of 
the United States 


Again on Pinchot's initiative, the 


conference of Governors led straight 
to the next great step in the conser- 
vation movement—the appointment by 
President Roosevelt on June 8, 1908, 
of a National Conservation Commis 
sion, charged with the task of col 
lecting all available information re- 
garding 
resources 
of 
the 
United 


States, and instructed to report not 
later than January first of the follow- 
ing year 


Pinchot Led In the Work. 


The creation of the National Con- 


servation Commission stimulated simi- 
lar action by the Governors, with the 
result that within a few months after 


the conference of Gtnemors at the' 
White Houee nearh everv Governor j 
had himself appointed a State Con 
servation Commission, and many of 
the organizations representing great 
fields of indusirv took similar action 
Pinchot \ as .rade chairman of the 
National 
C o it>er\ ation 
Commission 


and without delav it begon its huge 
task of making an inventory of our 
natural we-1th 
the first to be at- 


tempted bj anv nation 


The Commission which was com- 


posed of fifty two members, w as or- 
ganized into four sections, for the 
moie systematic and thorough per- 
formance of its work. 
The Inland 


Waterways 
Commission, 
appointed 


March 4th, 1907, of which Pinchot had 
been a member, became the, section 
of waters of the new Commission and 
the three other sections dealt respec 
lively with lands, forests and minerals 


Pinchot, alwavs an advocate of co- 


operative rather than individual ef 
fort, promptly enlisted the help of all 
other organized agencies for conserva- 
tion. Under the spur of his enthu 
siasm, as well as of his witfp grasp of 
the whole problem the National Con 
servation Commission with the vigor- 
ous help of officers of the government 
of State Conservation Commissions 
and of national organisations repre 
senting the great industries, wasted 
no time, but within a week after Its 
appointment was at work 


Report Was Thorough. 


)n January llth, 1909, the report 


of the Commission was submitted to 
President. RooseveJt, and on Januaij 
22nd it was transmitted by him to 
Congress, with a special message in 
which he expressed his hearty concur 
rence in the statements and conciu 
sions of the report, and referred to a 
as "one of the most fundamentally 
important documents ever laid before 
the American people." 
The report 


not only received the unqualified en 
dorsement of the President; but be- 
fore it leached his handb it was unani- 
mously approved by the joint confer 
ence at a great meeting held m Wash 
ington in December, 1908, at which 
were gathered the Governors of states, 
the membeis of the National Conser 
vation Commission, of State Commis 
tions and of organized agencies repre- 
senting the national industries 


To every American who is lateijest 


ed m the extent and condition of the 
natural resources <?f his country, the 
report of the National Conservation 
Commission is indispensable. Pinchot 
saw to it that this report should not 
only cover adequatelj the vast field 
with which it dealt but that it should 
be a masterpiece in its non technical 
and clean cut presentation of the basic 
facts regarding oui natural wealth in 
minerals forests thfe waters, and the 
land itself 
While necessarily incom 


plete in some details the report is in 
view of the limited time and knowl 
edge available not only a wonderfully 
close approximation of the actual con 
ditions, 
but 
its recommendations 


which were chiefly Pinchot s work 
stand today as the most sound and 
fundamental approach which has yet 
been made upon the whole conserva 
tion problp^i 
T'irough this repoit

Public Opinion Backed Pinchot 


On the contrarv it; as President of 


the National Conservation Associa 
tion, carried on the fight for conser- 
vation more strongly than ever and 
curiously enough h<! and his asso- 
ciates 
proved themselves 
stronger 


than the President and his advisors 
Public opinion crystalized in favor of 
conservation and against the return 
to the old order of things. The big 
interests who thought that Pinchot, 
out of power, was helpless soon found 
their mistake. The intelligent public 
opinion that Pinchot and those with 
him has aroused drove out of power 
the men in executive and legislative 
offiice who were against conservation 


The opponents of conservation have 


used the specious argument that con 
servation means the tying up of re- 
sources and preventing their use in 
accordance wi*n the needs of this and 
each succeeding generation The very 
opposite is true 
Pinchot has con- 


stantly preached the doctrine that 
conservation means immediate use but 
without unnecessary waste a-id with- 
out monopoly 
The men who have 


prevented wise development are those 
who, in legislative office, have failed 
to enact the legislation that the con- 
servationists have urged 
The pro- 


posed legislation is based upon the 
proposition that the coal fields oil 
fields timber reserves and water 
power sites shall not be sold to pri 
vate individuals, but shall be leased 
under such terms as will insure de 
velopment when needed return a fair 
profit to those who develop and be 
sold to the consumer at reasonable 
rates 


That we have gong so far aloni? the 


road of wise conservation is due to 
Gifford Pinchot 
He not' only under 


stood the problem of conservation but 
he had the opportunity the ability 
and the willingness to devote his great 
energ\ to the demonstration of the 
need and practical value of conserva 
tion 
The people of Pennsylvania are 


as much intertRted in this problem as 
the people of the great west, and in 
no way can thev do more for the 
cause of conservation than by elect 
Ing Gifford Pinchot a Senator of the 
United States

Instead of corn is the one who should 
make money. Because of the fact 
that hog raising, when properly man- 
aged, has been so profitable, the hog 
has been styled the "Mortgage lifter." 
The one enemy to the business Is hog 
cholera. No doubt much .can be done 
In controlling cholera by the farmers 
co-operating in adopting 
measures 


which will prevent the dissemination 
of cholera. It is up to the farmers 
themselves, on last analysis, to con- 
fine cholera on the one farm where It 
starts, by strictly following the advice 
of sanitary authorities and all work- 
Ing together to this end. I know of 
a farmer who kept his hogs healthy 
for four years, while the neighbors all 
around him were losing their hogfl 
from cholera. He did it by an eternal 
vigilance In keeping infection out, and 
his man made a regular chore of 
cleaning the hog pens every Saturday 
.fternoon. 


A Practical Lesson In Pruning. 


Fewer water sprouts or suckers have 
been noticed on trees of similar a«[e, 
that were grown on similar soil and 
pruned in the summer than those 
pruned In winter and early spring. 


There is less danger that the 


operator will remove a large amount 
of wood in the summer, for he can 
readily see the danger of sun scald. 


Thinning out and cutting the young- 


er branches is all that is required if 
a reasonable amount of care is given 
the orchard. Light summer pruning 
appears to be a good treatment for 
unproductive trees.

WATER COMPANY REPORT. 
It is altogether unlikely that the ex- 


pert accountant who has been exr 
amining the books and,aecounts of the 
Clear-field Water company will be 
ready to report the result of his in- 
vestigation at the meeting of borough 
council tomorrow night. 
The task 


of going over the book accounts, 
vouchers and other documents which 
go to make up the financial history of 
the Clearfield Water company cover- 
ing a period of about thirty years is 
not a light one, and no surprise will be 
felt if the expert accountant has not 
finished his work by tomorrow night. 


It will be recalled that the water 


company employed this accountant at 
its own expense, but at the request of 
the borough council, and'that the lat- 
ter made the request through the de- 
mand of a number of citizens who be- 
lieve *r^t the borough should own the 
water plant. At the time this demand 
was made there was an apparently 
strong sentiment in favor of the mu- 
nicipal ownership of the water works. 
Former statements of the water com- 
pany as to the cost of construction 
and maintenance of the plant have 
been unsatisfactory to the citizens. 
It remains to be learned whether the 
report of the expert employed by the 
water company will be more satisfac- 
tory. 


At no time since the controversy re- 


lative to the purchase by the borough 
of the water works has the company 
declared its unwillingness to dispose 
of its holdings. 
The company has 


submitted to council several state- 
ments, being estimated cost of con- 
structing and maintaining its works, 
but the figures presented were so 
large that the citizens believed they 
were fictitious. If the report of the 
company's expert accountant shows 
that the company's former statements 
were approximately correct, what will 
council and the citizens do ? 


WATER REQUIRED FOR FARM 


Consumption Will Vary From Day to 


Day and With the Seasons—Pro- 


vide for Fir» Protection. 


According to the department of agri- 


culture, each member of a farmer's 
family requires for all purposes from 
25 to 40 gallons of water per day; 
each cow 12 gallons, each horse 10 
gallons, each hog 2% gallons, and each 
Bheep 2 gallons per day. The water 
consumption will vary from day to 
day and with the seasons. Fire pro- 
tection should also be considered, and 
In determining the size of tank the 
maximum amount likely to be required 
should be provided. 


For a family of six persons a 200- 


gallon supply should be sufficient if 
the water is used in the house only. 
On a farm where water is supplied 
to a family of S persons, 10 horses, 
12 cows, 25 hogs and 15 sheep, the 
daily storage supply should be at least 
500 gallons, with whatever additional 
amount the farmer deems necessary 
for fire protection.

PICK APPLES TO SAVE THEM 


Fruit Should Not Be Picked Until It 


Has Attained Full Growth—Don't 


Shake Trees. 


(By A. CHAPIN.) 
Apples that are expected to go In- 


to storage should be picked just be- 
fore they get mellow or fall from the 
trees. 


They must not be picked too Boon, 


however, but should be left until they 
have attained their full growth and 
color. No orchardist of any account 
now shakes apples from the tree, but 
picks them one by one and places 
them in a basket or bag suspended 
from the picker's shoulders. 


Apples should not be packed until 


four or five days after they have been 
picked. They should then be kept in 
a shed until freezing weather comes 
on. If the apples are picked when dry, 
and in season, they will stand a great 
deal of cold, but of course the frost 
should not be allowed to touch them. 


The boxes or barrels in the shed 


should be so placed that the air can 
circj^ate freely between them.

#r£e apples should be removed to

VITALIZED BY 


6IFFORD PINCHOT

Fifteen years ago questions regard- j 


ing the public domain and natural re i 
sources were of no general interest or 
concern. The states east of the Mis- 
sissippi with few exceptions had sold 
their public lands and the average 
•astern man cared or knew bat little 
ot western conditions. 


A few far seeing u.en liad been col 


tecting, studying and comparing facts 
and had sounded a warning again si 
waste and monopoly. Another clasf 
of equally far-seeing men had been 
taking advantage of the lack of public 
Interest and bad obtained control ol 
Tast quantities of land, timber, coal 
and water, either under laws ill adapt 
*d to proper protection of the public 
interest, or in flagrant violation ol 
law. Monopoly grew under the guise 
of development and with it developed 
a doctrine that the Commandment 
"Thou Shalt Not Steal," did not apply 
to public land and natural resources, 


Under such conditions the idea oi 


conservation was conceived and like 
all new and worth while ideas It was 
ridiculed and opposed by those with 
•whom it interfered, they called it 
theoretical, not adapted to our condi 
tions 
It became an intensely prac 


tical problem when vitalized by tha 
forceful personality of Gifford Pinchot 


Plnchot Knew Conditions 


Plnchot's training and work In for- 


estry give him an accurate knowledge 
of timber conditions in our country. 
He saw the danger at hand caused by 
the destruction of forests by over, 
cutting, and the coming danger of 
monopolization of the remaining tim- 
ber resources by a comparatively few 
interests 
Under Ins leadership the 


great 
Natural Forests have 
been 


created, and public opinion so aroused 
as to compel not only the preserve 
tion of timber on the public domain, 
but as well the purchase of the White 
Mountain and Appalachian Forests It 
was this> combination of theory and 
practice in forestry that made Pinchot 
appreciate the tremendous Importance 
Of the idea of conservation when ap- 
plied to other natural resources 


He recognized the need of making 


people understand that stealing nat 
nral resources is criminal Exactly as 
men were made to see that street car 
franchises are public property, so it 
was necessary to show that natural 
resources are likewise public property 
and should be controlled and devel- 
oped primarily for the public benefit, 
not exploited for private profit. 


As long as the government dealt 


only with particular cases of viola- 
tion of the land laws, no real head- 
way was made against the old order 
of things, but as soon as the general 
problem of conservation of natural re- 
sources was clearly stated and I he 
mlids of people awakened to a recog- 
nition of the dangers tV> which those 
resources are exposed, then public 
opinion supported those public 
offi- 


cials who made the fight against 
waste and monopoly. 


People Become Aroused. 


Pinohot laid his idea before Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, who gave him from 
the start his earnest interest and co- 
operation. 
Soon references to the 


great possibilities of this new move- 
ment began to appear in the speeches 
of the President, and of the other 
public men to whom Pinchot had 
communicated his plan The new idea 
captured the imagination of the pub- 
lic \iith very striking rapidity, but 
it Was not until May, 1908 that Na- 
tional Conservation received its first i 
great official Impetus 


On May 13th to 16th of that year, 


a conference of Governors called bv 
President Roosevelt was held in the 
White House for the single purpose 
of considering how the great natural 
resources might best be conserved 
In roncludins Us letter of invitation 
to the Governors, President Roosevelt 
wrerte 
'Tacts which 1 cannot gain- 


say foico me to believe that the con 
seivation ot our natural resources ia 
the most weighty question now be- 
torn the people of the United States 
If this is so, the proposed conference 
which is the first of its kind, will be 
among the most important gatherings 
in our history in its effect upon the 
welfare of all our people " 


The conference, held in the great 


East Room of the White House, was 
unique and historic, for never before 
for any purpose had the Governors 
of practically all the states been gath 
«red together under the roof of the 
head of the nation 
Moreover, with 


the Governors sat in conference the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, mem 
bers of the Cabinet. Senators and 
Congressmen, and the heads of th« 
(rent bureaus of the government, at 
well as a distinguished group of pri 
yate citizens who attended the Con 
gress either at the special invitation 
of the President, or as delegates ap- 
pointed by the Governors themselves. 


Great Work Was Started 


Newr before had any one room held 


anywhere what was virtually the gov- 
ernment of the United States, as well 
as a group ot individuals to whom we 
owe a large part of our natural 
achievement In industry, commerce, 
transportation and science 
Probably 


never before also, had any group of 
pnbtic men in the United States ap- 
proached a national problem with a 
deeper sense of its importance, or la 
a more genuine spirit of true patriot- 
Ism, free from the partisanship of 
politic** than did (hi* conference. Its 
keynote «»i> lull recognition of the 


urgent it-c^ssity for nusoandmg tlie 
natural resourr es, m the interest of a.11 
Americans and for prompt and ade- 
quate action if irreparable injury to 
the general welfare were to he avoided 


There 
was 
a 
marked 
absence 


throughout t}-e conference, of any dis- 
cordant eij^ence of sectionalism, or 
any stickling for the rights of the 
states as against the nation, or of the 
nation as against the states. That 
conference dealt with the great prob- 
lem of conservation from the point 
of view not of rights but of responsi 
bilities, all through their dehbera 
tions ran the clear conviction that, if 
we are to adequately conserve our 
natu'a.1 resources, the task calls not 
merely for state action, nor merely 
for federal action, nor merely for in 
dividual! endeavor, but for earnest, 
united, co operative effort by and be- 
tween all three. 


Governors Appointed for Action. 
The declaration of principles, in 


which the Governors united at the 
conclusion of the conference, is char 
acterized by the same keen sense of 
the menace of waste and unregulated 
monopoly of natural resources to the 
public welfare, and of the need for 
speedy and united action if it is to be 
checked in time 
Tae declaration be 


gins with this impressive statement 


"We, the Governors of the States 


and Territories of the United S.tates 
of America in conference assembled 
do hereby declare the conviction that 
the great prosperity of our country 
rests upon the abundant resources of 
the land chosen by our forefathers for 
their homes and where thev laid the 
foundation of this great -lation 


"We look upon these resources as a 


heritage to be made use of in estab- 
lishing and promoting the comfort, 
prosperity, 
and 
happiness 
of 
the 


American people 
but not to be 


wasted, deteriorated, or 
needlessly 


destroyed

"We agree that our country's fu 
ture is involved in this, that the great 
natural resources supply the material 
basis on which our civilization must 
continue to depend, and upon which 
the perpetuity of the nation itself 
rests " 


Then follows an earnest appeal for 


action by the nation, by the states 
and by individual citizens along clear 
ly indicated and practical lines, and 
then the declaration ends with the 
solemn appeal 
"Let us conserve the 


foundations of our prosperity1' 


Through the conference of Gover 


nors Pincho' accomplished the first 
step towards the consummation of 
his conservation policy, he got the 
basic principles of conservation firm- 
ly imbedded in the pubh" mind by 
making them, through the amazingly 
rapid agency of the public press, 
household knowledge in all parts of 
the United States 


Again on Pinchot's initiative, the 


conference of Governors led straight 
to the next great step in the conser- 
vation movement—the appointment by 
President Roosevelt on June 8, 1908, 
of a National Conservation Commis 
sion, charged with the task of col 
lecting all available information re- 
garding 
resources 
of 
the 
United 


States, and instructed to report not 
later than January first of the follow- 
ing year 


Pinchot Led In the Work. 


The creation of the National Con- 


servation Commission stimulated simi- 
lar action by the Governors, with the 
result that within a few months after 


the conference of Gtnemors at the' 
White Houee nearh everv Governor j 
had himself appointed a State Con 
servation Commission, and many of 
the organizations representing great 
fields of indusirv took similar action 
Pinchot \ as .rade chairman of the 
National 
C o it>er\ ation 
Commission 


and without delav it begon its huge 
task of making an inventory of our 
natural we-1th 
the first to be at- 


tempted bj anv nation 


The Commission which was com- 


posed of fifty two members, w as or- 
ganized into four sections, for the 
moie systematic and thorough per- 
formance of its work. 
The Inland 


Waterways 
Commission, 
appointed 


March 4th, 1907, of which Pinchot had 
been a member, became the, section 
of waters of the new Commission and 
the three other sections dealt respec 
lively with lands, forests and minerals 


Pinchot, alwavs an advocate of co- 


operative rather than individual ef 
fort, promptly enlisted the help of all 
other organized agencies for conserva- 
tion. Under the spur of his enthu 
siasm, as well as of his witfp grasp of 
the whole problem the National Con 
servation Commission with the vigor- 
ous help of officers of the government 
of State Conservation Commissions 
and of national organisations repre 
senting the great industries, wasted 
no time, but within a week after Its 
appointment was at work 


Report Was Thorough. 


)n January llth, 1909, the report 


of the Commission was submitted to 
President. RooseveJt, and on Januaij 
22nd it was transmitted by him to 
Congress, with a special message in 
which he expressed his hearty concur 
rence in the statements and conciu 
sions of the report, and referred to a 
as "one of the most fundamentally 
important documents ever laid before 
the American people." 
The report 


not only received the unqualified en 
dorsement of the President; but be- 
fore it leached his handb it was unani- 
mously approved by the joint confer 
ence at a great meeting held m Wash 
ington in December, 1908, at which 
were gathered the Governors of states, 
the membeis of the National Conser 
vation Commission, of State Commis 
tions and of organized agencies repre- 
senting the national industries 


To every American who is lateijest 


ed m the extent and condition of the 
natural resources <?f his country, the 
report of the National Conservation 
Commission is indispensable. Pinchot 
saw to it that this report should not 
only cover adequatelj the vast field 
with which it dealt but that it should 
be a masterpiece in its non technical 
and clean cut presentation of the basic 
facts regarding oui natural wealth in 
minerals forests thfe waters, and the 
land itself 
While necessarily incom 


plete in some details the report is in 
view of the limited time and knowl 
edge available not only a wonderfully 
close approximation of the actual con 
ditions, 
but 
its recommendations 


which were chiefly Pinchot s work 
stand today as the most sound and 
fundamental approach which has yet 
been made upon the whole conserva 
tion problp^i 
T'irough this repoit 


the cons>er\ation movement entered 
aggressively and well equipped, upon 
the field of definite constructive work 


Pinchot Responsible for Success. 
Tlvus in less than two vears after 


Pinchot had first outlined his planlfor 
a national conservation movement] he 
had led that MOT ement through the 
two initial steps of its progress to- 
wards great accomplishment

controversy Pinchot left the public 
service 
His separation from the pub- 


lic service did not in the least lessen 
his interest in conservation 


Public Opinion Backed Pinchot 


On the contrarv it; as President of 


the National Conservation Associa 
tion, carried on the fight for conser- 
vation more strongly than ever and 
curiously enough h<! and his asso- 
ciates 
proved themselves 
stronger 


than the President and his advisors 
Public opinion crystalized in favor of 
conservation and against the return 
to the old order of things. The big 
interests who thought that Pinchot, 
out of power, was helpless soon found 
their mistake. The intelligent public 
opinion that Pinchot and those with 
him has aroused drove out of power 
the men in executive and legislative 
offiice who were against conservation 


The opponents of conservation have 


used the specious argument that con 
servation means the tying up of re- 
sources and preventing their use in 
accordance wi*n the needs of this and 
each succeeding generation The very 
opposite is true 
Pinchot has con- 


stantly preached the doctrine that 
conservation means immediate use but 
without unnecessary waste a-id with- 
out monopoly 
The men who have 


prevented wise development are those 
who, in legislative office, have failed 
to enact the legislation that the con- 
servationists have urged 
The pro- 


posed legislation is based upon the 
proposition that the coal fields oil 
fields timber reserves and water 
power sites shall not be sold to pri 
vate individuals, but shall be leased 
under such terms as will insure de 
velopment when needed return a fair 
profit to those who develop and be 
sold to the consumer at reasonable 
rates 


That we have gong so far aloni? the 


road of wise conservation is due to 
Gifford Pinchot 
He not' only under 


stood the problem of conservation but 
he had the opportunity the ability 
and the willingness to devote his great 
energ\ to the demonstration of the 
need and practical value of conserva 
tion 
The people of Pennsylvania are 


as much intertRted in this problem as 
the people of the great west, and in 
no way can thev do more for the 
cause of conservation than by elect 
Ing Gifford Pinchot a Senator of the 
United States
